RESOLVED:  by  the  Board  of  Public  WorKs  of  the  City 
of  Fort  Wayne.,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary 
to  vacate  the  alley  on  the  east  line  of  Lots  Numbers  1-2-5-^  & 5 
Bartholds  Addition  from  High  Street  to  its  Northern  terminus. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  vacation 
now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Public  WorKs 
of  said  City. 

The  cost  of  said  vacation  and  all  expenses  connected 
therewith,  to  be  assessed  against  the  property  beneficially 
affected  thereby.

Your  petitioner  further  shows  that  Bowservill© 
lies  just  east  of  said  Barthold's  Addition  and  that  running 
across  the  west  end  of  lots  forty-ofte  (41),  forty-two  (42) 
forty-three  (43)  forty-four  (44)  and  forty-five  (45)  of 
Bowserville  is  a ten  foot  alley  extending  from  the  north 
line  of  High  Street  to  the  north  line  of  lot  forty-five 
(45)  in  Bowserville,  which  last  described  alley  is  an  open

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Whereas,  Jacob  C.  Bowser  is  proprietor  of  the  town  of  Bowserville 
Allen  County,  in  the  state  of  Indiana,  and  is  the  owner  of  the  fol- 
lowing lots  in  said  Town  viz:  41-42-43-44-45-46-47-48-49  & 50  and 

V/hereas,  the  convenience  of  the  public  and  of  those  that  may  pur- 
chase said  lots  require ing  that  a public  alley  should  be  opened  on  and 
over  the  West  end  of  said  lots, 

Therefore ,We , Jacob  C.  Bowser  & Del ilia  Bowser  his  wife,  hereby 
apropriate  and  dedicate  a piece  of  ground  10  feet  in  width  to  be  taken 
off  along  the  West  end  of  said  Lots,  the  same  to  be  used  and  enjoyed 
by  the  public  as  and  for  the  purpose  of  a public  alley  and  way,  and  we 
do  hereby  release  to  the  public  the  ground  and  the  right  to  use  the 
same  for  the  purpose  aforesaid.
